(10:40 a.m., St. Louis time) 
served to lift tension created 
when the doctors announced 
last night that the President was

“as well as usual,”

was the first since he suffered 
a heart attack a week ago Sat- 

urday which failed to say that

First Two Weeks Critical. 


The doctors have said: re- 
peatedly that any complica- 
tions were most likely to de- 
velop during the first two 
weeks after Mr. Eisenhower 
suffered the attack. 


The change in the 64-year- 
old President's condition last 
night came on the ninth day 
of his recovery. 


This morning's medical bul- 
letin, about 2 hours and 40 
minutes later than usual to 
permit thorough examination 
of the President after he awak- 
ened late, said this 

“The President slept sound- 
ly from 8:45 p.m. to 7:10 a.m., 
with the exception of a half 
hour from 4:25 to 4:55 a.m. 

“At that time a medical ex- 
amination showed his tempera- 
ture, pulse and blood pressure 
to be normal. 

“When he awoke this morn- 
ing the President felt rested 
and refreshed. 

“His morning examination 
showed no changes to indicate 
complications, and his condi- 
tion remains satisfactory. 

“His temperature, pulse and 
blood-pressure continue fnor- 
mal 

“His cardiogram continues to 
show slow, pregressive evolu- 
tion 

“The President had a break- 
fast consisting of a slice of 
canteloupe, an egg, two strips 
of beef bacon, a slice of whole 
wheat toast and a glass of 
skimmed milk 

“Mrs. Eisenhower visited 
with the President during 
breakfast time.” 

Dr. White ‘Relieved.’ 

In Boston, Dr. Paul Dudley 
White, noted heart specialist, 
said after his latest telephone 
check with physicians attending 
President Eisenhower that “X- 
rays showed the lungs are clear 
and the heart shadow the same 
as the normal record of last 
year when he was in good 
health.” 

In answer to questions Dr. 
White said “I feel relieved—I 
was relieved when 1 received 
the telephone report.” 

He said he is making no 
change in his previously an- 
nounced plan to return to Den- 
ver Saturday, where he again’ 
will consult with doctors there. 

Dr. White explained today

My sympathies are with the Maline 
efeek people, but had they listened 
a year ago when sportsmen and con- 
servation organizations were pleading 
desperately for help to put over an 
anti-pollution law, perhaps some of 
the present difficulties would have 
been averted. 

Certainly it is time that the people 
of the state as a whole awaken to the 
dangers of pollution and see that the 
next time legislation to stop this sort 
of thing is offered that our Legisla- 
tors do not ignore it, do not water it 
down until it becomes useless as the 
present law is, and that they enact 
it so that we won't have any more 
Maline creeks ever again.

Soviet attitudes at Geneva and since have not 
encouraged the hope that reunification of Ger- 
many can be accomplished at this time. Never- 
theless the Western foreign ministers, meeting 
in New York to prepare for this month's confer- 
ence at Geneva, have reaffirmed their conviction 
that top priority should be given “to the reuni- 
fication of Germany, within the framework of a 
plan for European security.” 4 

This may seem to be a quixotic insistence upon 
negotiations which are foredoomed to failure, 
but the Western foreign ministers are only com- 
plying with the directive issued by President 
Eisenhower and Premiers Bulganin, Eden and 
Faure at the summit conference. 

The first of the four topics they instructed 
their foreign ministers to discuss was that of 
European security and Germany, and they spe- 
cifically mentioned a security pact for Europe 
and reunification of Germany “by means of 
free elections.” 

Since that directive was issued, Western for- 
eign offices have been concentrating upon 
study of possible security arrangements that 
might induce the Kremlin to assent to German 
unification. 


They are now reported ready to submit at 
Geneva plans for an arrangement tinder which 
members of the Atlantic alliance would join in 
guaranteeing Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union against an attack from Germany, while 
the Soviet bloc in turn joined in guaranteeing 
Western Europe against an attack from the 
same source. s 

The British made a somewhat similar pro- 
posal at Geneva, without much apparent impres- 
sion on Moscow. The Russians’ objection has al- 
ways been that they are being asked to give up 
a eoncrete strategic and military position in 
Eastern Europe in exchange for purely paper 
promises that a united and rearmed Germany 
will not again become the source of aggression 
against them. 


Just how this deadlock might be broken may 
not be clear, but continued efforts to break it 
are worth white. British Foreign Secretary Mac- 
milian told the U.N. last week he is confident a 
European security arrangement can be worked 
out which “the world would regard as giving 
Russia full protection” against any new German 
threat. And if Russia does not agree with “the 
world,” he emphasized that “we would be glad 
to consider any amendments or additions.” 

In the light of history it is not strange at all 
that the Russians should fear and distrust a re- 
armed Germany. Yet the West also has suffered 
repeated attacks from Germany, and the West 
has as great an interest as Russia has in severely 
limiting German military power. 

Out of that common interest it should be pos- 
sible to forge a common policy toward Germany 
and a general European security structure. To 
make a beginning on that task, at least, is the 
first responsibility of the foreign ministers’ con- 
ference at Geneva. 
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More TV in the Classrooms 

The expansion of its classroom programs 
which KETC is planning will give this commu- 
nity’s educational television station a new op- 
portunity to prove its unique usefulness. Classes 
in spelling, science and literature will be tele- 
vised to supplement—for neither TV nor apy- 
thing else could ever replace—personal teaching. 

Foremost among the good results should be 
more effective education. But there should be 
many worth-while by-products as well. The avall- 
able number of teachers, short here as every- 
where, will be used with increased economy. 
Teachers will get some much-needed time free 
from classroom work, which after all is only 
one of their many kinds of work 

But best of all, the pupils may be expected 
to learn better, both because of their intrinsic 
interest in television and because exceptional 
quality can be built into these presentations. 

Adult education is an important responsibility 
of educational TV; it is carried on largely 
through the evening programs. The education 
of our children, however, should never cease 
to have first claim on the medium. 
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The Aged Lose a Protection 


Someone was evidently asleep when the bill to 
regulate nursing, boarding and rest homes for 
aged persons was enacted at the last session of 
the Missouri Legislature. Amendments offered 
in the Senate restricting the application of the 
act have now been held by the Attorney Gen- 
eral's department to render it unconstitutional. 


These amendments exempted from the opera- 
tion of the act homes run by religious, charitable 
or non-profit-making organizations, and homes 
within towns which do their own regulating by 
local ordinance. The net effect was a weakening 
of the measure, which was originally drawn to 
set the standards and afford supervision for 
all nursing homes. The sponsors accepted the 
watering-down in a spirit of political expediency, 
fecling that somé improvement was better than 
none. 

The exemptions were never justified, for as 
the opinion of Assistant Attorney General Hugh 
P. Williamson says with clear and unanswerable 
logic: “Certainly the occupants of such institu- 


tions are equally entitled to the protection which’ 


the law would afford.” At the earliest opportuni- 
ty the act which is now struck down should be 
replaced with one throwing the protection of 
standards and supervision around ali! nursing, 
boarding and rest homes for the aged in the 
state. 
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Better Understanding With Tito 

It is good to get reports that the talks of Rob- 
ert Murphy, Deputy Under Secretary of State, 
with President Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugoslavia 
went satisfactorily, and that agreement was 
reached on such matters as American inspection 
of arms delivered to Belgrade. 

Washington could not help being alarmed by 
word that the Russian leaders had made more 
progress during their recent visit to Belgrade 
than might have been deduced from the inde- 
pendent and somewhat chilly way they were 
received. Moscow must attach even more im- 
portance to a reconciliation with Tito than 
Washington does to a continuation of his ties 
with the West. This does not belittle Yugotlav 
co-operation, but it helps toward a realistic un- 
derstanding of the concessions the Russians 
must have been tempted to make. So Mr. Mur- 
phy’s first duty must have been to find out just 
how far Tito yielded to them. 

The Yugoslav president most probably speaks 
the truth when he says he never again wants 
to see his country reduced to the status of a 
satellite. But that does not guarantee his full 
support of the West. It is always difficult, if not 
impossible to obtain complete assurances in in- 
ternational relations. In wooing Tito, for exam- 
ple, the Communists can make interesting offers, 


» especially in the way of trade. So it behooves us 


to keep our connections in good repair. 


The chances are that Tito feels safer with the 
West, but we should miss no opportunities of 


strengthening him in this inclination. Since it. 


has been a rather wide-open secret for some 
time that he would like to visit Washington as 
he visited London, why not extend an invitation? 
Instead of first attempting to be absolutely sure 
of his pro-American sentiments, why not use 
such an invitation to strengthen those sentiments? 
Would it not be wise diplomacy if Washing- 
ton now assured Tito that he can count on be- 
ing welcomed on a visit in the not too distant 
future? What could the United States lose? 
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Autumn Report on Polio 

The autumn report on the Salk polio vaccine 
program is highly reassuring to the American 
people. 

Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare 
Folsom says the Salk vaccine proved so effec- 
tive this year that vaccinated children have suf- 
fered 25 to 50 per cent less polio than those not 
vaccinated. 

Looking to the future, Mr. Folsom says vac- 
cine production has increased, and there should 
be enough to vaccinate all children from 5 
through 9 years before the end of 1955. More- 
over, health authorities have predicted im- 
provements in the vaccine in the near future. 

In view of the springtime stop-and-go polio 
program under former Secretary Oveta Culp 
Hobby, her successor’s report will restore confi- 
dence in the Health Department's operations. 
It will, of course, restore confidence in the pro- 
gram itself, but we suspect that parents gen- 
erally lost less confidence in the program than 
in its administration during the early off-again 
on-again phases of April and May. 


Unfortunately Mr. Folsom’s report cannot 
make up for lost time. The expectation last 
spring was that children up to 9 years would 
receive two shots of Salk vaccine, with one shot 
coming before the summer's critical period. The 
suspension of the program prevented reaching 
that objective. 


But the Folsom report does show that the 
original goal may at least be reached this year. 
Under Mr. Folsom the Health Department has 
been rushing to catch up. And there is no cause 
for doubt that the Salk program protects chil- 
dren from a dread disease—if indeed there ever 
was any real cause for doubt.

Missouri voters will personally determine state 
policy on two important matters in Tuesday’s 
special election. Both proposals were referred to 
the people by the General Assembly. 

Referendum Measure No. 1 would impose a 
state cigarette tax of 2 cents a package to help 
finance a new method of distributing state aid 
to the public schools. In our opinion, this tax 
ought to be rejected. The time may come when 
such a levy may be desirable. As of now, 
though, a convincing case for its imposition has 
not been made. 


Referendum Measure No. 2? would create the 
new plan of aid to the schools. This is the so- 
called “Foundation Plan.” While it is not per- 
fect, it goes a long way toward bringing equity 
to the area of public school financing. In our 
opinion, this plan deserves to be approved. 

In summary, then, our idea as to the best 
course for the state's voters is to vote NO on 
the cigarette tax and YES on the Foundation 
Plan. 
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France Defies the Umpire 

The French Government's position toward the 
United Nations is a little like that of a ball team 
which first threatens to walk off the field be- 
cause of an umpire’s decision, and then decides 
to play another inning under protest. 

When the Geperal Assembly voted 28-27 to 
debate the question of Algerian home rule, 
French Foreign Minister Pinay and eight of his 
delegation to the U.N. stalked out and left for 
home. Mr. Pinay told reporters in New York 
that the French would not attend any U.N. 
meetings. 


After a Cabinet meeting, however, France has 
announced that she will remain in the Security 
Council and the Disarmament Commission, and 
will abstain only from activities of the General 
Assembly. This leaves the door open somewhat 
for participation in a number of subsidiary but 
important U.N. affairs. 

In clinging to her Security Council post, 
France is of course clinging to recognition as a 
major power. And her defensiveness concerning 
her position as a power, after defeats in Indo- 
china and civil strife in North Africa, undoubt- 
edly contributed to French resentment of the 
Assembly’s action. 


France maintains that Algeria is a domestic 
problem, and she can make a case against U.N. 
debate on the subject. But debate is not going 
to undermine her position in Africa, and de- 
clining to play out the game will not win the 
contest for France. 

Her allies, the United States and Britain, 


should do their utmost to convince France that 


she will look more like a great power inside 
U.N. and the Assembly than in walking off 
the field. 
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All the Roles Unplayed 


One cannot but feel a sharp sense of all the 
fine performances unplayed, of all the years of 
extraordinary contribution to the theater un- 
lived, in the death of James Dean at 24. Anyone 
who saw him in John Steinbeck’s “East of Eden,” 
or on television, must have been struck with the 
authenticity of his genius. 

He had breadth—he was equally at home in 
roles at opposite poles—and he had depth. 
There was always the feeling of a sensitive yet 
steel-like grasping of the import of the role, 
and of more power where that came from. It 
would have been one of the firfest experiences 
the theater affords to have watched this brilliant 
youngster give of his talents year after year, 
and to see what maturity brought to him. 

His death in an auto accident in California 
ends his career at an age when most careers are 
barely starting; but though the repertory he 
left was brevity itself, it was distinguished.

Behind the Stock Market Break

Last week's fall of the stock market, 
the most severe since the fearful days 
of 1929, has already been partially re- 
stored. 

It is possible to look calmly upon 
what has happened. It is even possible 
to see in this dramatic fall a new €vi- 
dence of the country’s touching faith in 
Dwight Eisenhower. 

Sentiment, of course, does not rule 
the financial centers. In the illness of 
the President, American business men 
saw the sudden possibility of a change 
in the economic policies which his Ad- 
ministration has pursued with such bril- 
lant success. 


In its particular way, that Monday’s 
stock market reaction was therefore as 
striking a vote of confidence as a Na- 
tional administration ever received. 

Under President Eisenhower business 
has once again been treated like the 
force which it in fact is: the nerve cen- 
ter from which flow out the economic 
advantages and the stream of material 
production which nourish a wide pros- 
perity. 


Controls were removed in the face of 
dire predictions as to the consequences. 
Hasty measures were resisted despite 
gloomy insistence that without them the 
1953 setback would get out of hand. In 
both cases the faith in the free enter- 
prise system was fully vindicated. 


Today, as before the stock market de- 
cline, economic conditions are over- 
whelmingly favorable. In August the 
number of employed was at a record 
level and industrial production at a 
peak. Average weekly earnings for the 
factory worker were at $77.11 and per- 
sonal incomes were running at an an- 
nual rate of three billion dollars more 
than in June. Judged by consumer buy- 
ing, by automobile sales, by housing 
starts, the American economy has been, 
and is, in a position of strength. The 
Administration of President Fisenhower 
has assured that it will be so, and the 
immediate prospect—as Secretary Hum- 
phrey has emphasized—is that policies 
will not be changed. As to what will 
come after 1956, that is up to the people.

President Eisenhower's heart attack 
did to the stock market what increased 
margin requirements, higher interest 
rates, a congressional investigation and 
the Republican loss of control of both 
houses of Congress had failed to do. It 
brought about as bad a fall in stock 
prices as on some of the worst days in 
1929, and a sharper fall than followed 
the outbreak of either of the last two 
wars. 

The extent of the market crash and 
the heavy volume of trade indicate the 
hold President Eisenhower has upon the 
American people. Recent polls have in- 
dicated that he is more popular than 
ever. James Reston of The New York 
Times recently wrote that “the popu- 
larity of President Eisenhower has got 
beyond the bounds of reasonable calcu- 
lation and will have to be put down as 
a national phenomenon, like baseball.” 


The President has been praised for 
ending the Korean war, for bringing 
about a change to reasonableness on the 
part of the Russians, and for obtaining 
the release of American prisoners held 
by Red China. On the domestic front 
he is credited for the wisdom of achiev- 
ing economic recovery from the reces- 
sion of 1953-54 without increasing Gov- 
ernment expenditures, and also with 
forcing cuts in the Treasury payments 
so as to make possible further tax cuts 
in the coming session of Congress. 

It was no wonder, then, that people 
should feel that investments in Ameri- 
can companies were not going to be as 
desirable as they have been if this

It would be idle to pretend that things 
are precisely where they were before 
the unfortunate news from Denver. The 
outlook for orderly economic progress 
is always favored by the knowledge that 
the country’s leadership is in the hands 
of a man who believes strongly in the 
free enterprise system and is deter- 
mined to preserve it at all costs. 


In a free economy confidence on the 
part of business in such leadership is a 
necessary ingredient of prosperity and 
progress. And in Wall Street when the 
signs are difficult to read and interpret 
the first instinct of the speculative com- 
munity is to withdraw from the market 
until the picture becomes clearer. 


In 1929 the market leaders, in all too 
many cases, didn't go up; they were put 
up, and because, after being put up, 
they were passed along to shoestring 
purchasers, carrying them on their thin 
margins and without the financial re- 
serves to protect them. When those 
margins “went below water” the custom- 
ers were sold out right and left. 


None of this condition was present in 
the stock market last Moriday. That 
the market was vulnerable to any sud- 
den unfavorable news development, 
however, few persons, we think, will 
seriously deny. Prices had been rising 
almost uninterruptedly for more than 
two years in this, the Eisenhower phase 
of the 6-year-old bull market, alone. 


When a market has advanced that 
long, not only has it usually attracted to 
its ranks many inexperienced specu- 
lators, who are inclined to sell when 
they see others selling, but it has be- 
come pretty well perforated with air 
pockets in the form of stop-loss orders, 
or orders to sell when the decline has 
reached a certain point below the level 
prevailing when the order is placed. 


These are largely technical considera- 
tions, however, which by no stretch of 
the imagination can be added up to 
“another 1929." On the whole, it may 
very well be that this shakeout was a 
much needed and badly overdue warn- 
ing that the stock market doesn't always 
move in the same direction.

THE SHIRALEE, by D'Arcy Niland. (William 
Sioane Associates, 250 pgs., $3.50.)

In Nature Writing — 
By Leonard Hall 


HEN a fellow insists upon being a farmer, surely 
the most poorly compensated of all professions, 
I suppose he should not complain if he is consid- 
ered impractical. And if in addition t6 this he insists 


in this deadly serious 
time of automatic 
brains and igotopes, 
VistaVision tad TV 
“spectaculars,” psy- 
cho-neuroses and au- 
tomobolies that will 
soon feature para- 
chutes as well as safety belts, 

“Impractical romanticist”—these are indeed hard 
names to be called, even in such practical and desperate 
times. Yet I am quite certain that I, for one, will continue 
to prefer to observe and ponder and tell about the minor 
miracle of the flying squirrel’s sweeping glide, rather 
than to extol the wonders of automation. If there 
— were no other reason, the one is alive and free while 
:» the other is dead and acts when its master pushes 
a button. And no man yet has ever created a flying 


squirrel.

IT ALSO SEEMS TO ME that the number of “im- 
practical romanticists” is currently on the increase. 
Certainly the amount of serious nature writing which 
is being published is on the upswing, which can only 
mean that the group of readers to whom such writ- 
ing is addressed grows steadily. The number of books 
dealing with some phase of the natural world which 
come into our hands necessitates a constant increase 
in shelf space. There are so many of them, in fact, 
that it seems as though nature writing, like the his- 
torical novel, ha’ become a special category of crea- 
tive literature. It is as if, in a time when life becomes 
steadily more urbanized and crowded and concerned 
with the inanimate workings of machines, more and 
more people feel a need to re-establish contact with 
the animate and organic world of birds and animals, 
fields and woods and streams. 


a < 


THERE WAS A TIME, and it is not so long ago, 
when this world played a major part in the lives of 
most of us. It was no more than two generations ago 
that the majority of people actually lived on the land, 
depending on it for a livelihood. They plowed the 
soil, planted crops, tended livestock, worked in the 
woods. They knew, because this was their life, that 
man depends on and is part of nature. Even those in 
the growing cities and towns were no more than a 
generation away from the soil; close enough to go 
back frem time to time. And thus the natyral world 
furnished inspiration for both life and the arts. The 
novelist, poet, playwright, painter, musician—all found 
themes from man’s daily contact with and observation 
of nature. Today one might compile a considerable 
list of contemporary workers in the arts before find- 
ing one to whom man’s relationship with nature is as 
important as his involvement with the machine. 


IT IS HERE, it seems to me, that the serious nature 
writer finds his opportunity. His concern is neither 
with over-sentimental gushing at the sight of a blue- 
bird nest nor with the dull but necessary listing and 
classifying of sub-species of fung) or examination of 
the cell structure of the amoeba. These are for the 
“nature lover” on one hand and, on the. other, the 
fellow with the Ph.D. who sits with his magnifying 
glass in the musty file rooms of the museum. I often 
suspect that this latter must sometimes wonder how 
he got there, when his original interest in plants and 
animals was probably in walking through the fields 
and forests to enjoy their beauty. The nature writer's 
task, I think, is that of interpreter. He has an obli- 
gation to be observant and accurate—and contempla- 
tive. Thus he can bring to the general reader an 


interesting awareness of the living world of soils and 
water, plants and birds and wild creatures of the for- 
est, a world far more exciting and more essential to 
human life than the dead world of the drill press and 
the adding machine. His concern is not only with 
externals and aesthetics, but with meanings; with 
trying to interpret to the heart and mind of others 
the very special things which nature has to say to us. 
x * 

ON WHAT IS PERHAPS the most vital issue of our 
time, the nature writer has taken his stand. For there 
are those, perhaps conditioned themselves by the ma- 
chine world in which they live, who would have us 
believe that men can be conditioned to function at 
a command or the push of a button, like any other 
automaton. They see the totalitarian state as the nat- 
ural condition of a world ruled by the machine: and 
men as units to be manipulated with no more concern 
for individuality than is given to the functioning of 
any other mechanical unit; to be worn out, thrown 
away and replaced by other mechanically functioning 
human units. But fortunately for those of us who 
believe in freedom, there are also some who’ insist 
that man is a unique and constantly growing organ- 
ism, an individual unlike any other and capable of 
infinite variation. With these the nature writer must 
stand, for this is the only rule which he sees con- 
sistently repeated in nature. It is the world where 
everything is different; where the pattern is never 
exactly the same, whether the thing we observe is two & 
leaves from one plant, or two animals of the same | 
species. Always in nature the living organism is an # 
individual, acting out the miracle of birth and growth, 7 
death and decay. This is the important thing which %@ 
those of us who live close to nature have to report: 
that the dead machine will never be as marvelous as 
even the live frog in his puddle and that among 
living things, man is the most marvelous. As long 
as we remember this, we can remain free.

He also found 
time to act as president of the 
junior and senior classes. 

But all this is only a small 
portion of the genial superin- 
tendent’s college sto 

“I also was bus driver on a 
city route from 6:30 to 10:30 
a.m. throughout my college 
days,” he explains. His classes 
lasted until mid-afternoon, 
when sports normally came into 
the picture. During the off- 
football season he managed to 
spend the weekends in Denver 
and get paid for it, to boot. The 
regular Greeley-to-Denver 
driver, understandably, wasn’t 
enthusiastic about making the 
run on Saturdays and Sundays. 

Even as a college boy, Gil- 
christ recognized a plum when 
he saw one. So he slipped into 
the driver's seat on. weekends. 
And during the summer of 1928 
Gilchrist extended his bus trips 
cross-countrywise by making 
the run to Southern California, 

Then there’s the chapter en- 
titled, “Gilchrist, the Business 
Man.” 

“I fell into it,” he explains. 
His mother owned a large 
house in Greeley, renting a few 
rooms to students. At the con- 
clusion of a spring term several 
students, rushing to get home, 
asked Gilchrist to sell their old 
textbooks. He did, with no ef- 
fort. His initial success spurred 
him to supply the demand. So 
Gilchrist and a friend parlayed 
a short want ad and no capital 
into a profitable venture. 

Advertising for used text- 
books, they handed students an 
IOU for 60 per cent of the 
price of a new book, selling it 
at 80 per cent. A grocer in 
town who saw the dollar and 
cents value of having students 
wandering in and out of his es- 
tablishment gave Gilchrist a 
rent-free corner in his store. 
Gilchrist’s second-hand book- 
store eventually transacted a 
$7500 to $8000 annual business, 
which was a lot of money pass- 
ing through a college student’s 
hands, even in the boom years 
preceding the 1929 bust. 

In the teaching profession 
since 1922, the superintendent 
is no stranger to tbe St. Louis 
area. His first job after re- 


ceiving his A.B. and A.M. at 
Greeley in 1928 was_as social 
studies and mathematics in- 
structor at Webster Groves 
Junior High School. And in 
1930 and °'31 he was principal 
of the junior high and Lyn- 
dover elementary schools in 
Maplewood. Since then he has 
held teaching or administrative 
posts in California, Minnesota, 
Ohio, Colorado and New Jer- 
Bey.

CTUALLY Gilchrist, born 
A on a farm in Jewell county, 

Kan., was teaching before 
he ever enrolled in college. 
Graduating from Albuquerque 
(N.M.) High School in 1922 at 
the age of 16, his mother con- 
sidered him a bit too young for 
college. So Gilchrist proceeded 
to work and grow older on a 
Colorado farm. But his chores 
were short lived, for he became 
a fifth and sixth grade teacher 
in Severance, Colo., shortly after 
receiving his high school di- 
ploma. Then in 1923 and ‘24 
he became head of a two-teacher 
mountain school in Pitkin, Colo., 
a once-booming mining town 
whose population had dwindled 
to a couple hundred citizens. 
However, by this time he was 
spending the summers attend- 
ing classes at the State College 
of Education. 

Traditionally, the instructor 
of classes five to nine, which 
were held on the top floor of 
the two-story Pitkin school 
building, also acted as principal. 
And since he taught the upper 
classes, Gilchrist literally be- 
came the school’s top man. 


It was Gilchrist who was re- 
sponsible for the first basket- 
ball game to be played in Pit- 
kin. 

“The school had no gymna- 
sium,” he recalls, “but the 
county assessor permitted us to 
take over an old building which 
was bulging under delinquent 
taxes. We demolished the rooms

and strung up a No. 9 wire to 
keep the outside walls from 
collapsing.” 

Far‘from a piece a work of 
architectural beauty, the build- 
ing served as the site for Pit- 
kin’s first basketball game and 
Pitkin’s first defeat, both inci- 
dents taking place simultane- 
ously. 

“Pitkin had to be a self- 
sufficient town,” the superin- 
tendent recalls. “It was snow- 
bound virtually every year. 
When I wis there the town was 
isolated from Thanksgiving 
until the following Easter.” 

In 1941 Gilchrist, who re- 
ceived a Ph. D. from New York 
U., was named director of Uni- 
versity School, an experimental- 
demonstration school at Ohio 
State. 

“It was quite an experience,” 
Gilchrist explains, “The faculty 
was given complete autonomy 
in deciding on the best course 
of instruction to pursue, and I 
had an opportunity of working 
with some master teachers in 
my five years as director of 
the school.” 

It was at Ohio State that 
Gilchrist met his present wife, 
Adele, who was a language in- 
structor there. Married in 1945, 
the couple has two children, 
William, age 6, and Susan, 4. 
Gilchrist also has another 
daughter, Mrs. James Kuempel, 
by his first wife, who died. 

From Ohio Gilchrist went to 
Minneapolis, where he was 
assistant and associate superin- 
tendent for three years. In 1949 
he became assistant superin- 
tendent in Pasadena, under the 
controversial Willard E. Goslin, 
who was asked to resign in 
1950. Gilchrist retained his 
post until he was given the 
University City assignment last 
August. 

In Pasadena, Gilchrist also 
busied himself in away-from- 
school activities. He was on the 
board of directors of the Fam- 
ily Service Society and the Boy

—when the total enrollment 
here was 4800—the people have 
built more than 100 classrooms 
to house the present-7950 pu- 
pils.” 

And Gilchrist points with 
pride to the $1,000,000 school 
bond issue which was passed in 
University City earlier this year 
by a 2614 to 80 vote. 

The new superintendent has 
two theories on keeping him- 
self abreast with the latest de- 
velopments in education. 

“I always make it a practice 
to teach,” he says. “While hold- 
ing administrative posts in the 
past, I either instructed at a 
graduate school during the sum- 
mer or ‘conducted classes on 
Saturdays. Secondly, my writ- 
ings require a good deal of re- 
search and help to clear up my 
thinking about the edficational 
field.” 

It’s a sensible approach to his 
profession, Gilchrist thinks. 

“But thoroughness is pretty 
much of a family tradition,” he 
explains. As an example, he 
cites his wife who spent two 
years teaching English in 
France before she considered 
herself qualified to teach 
French to American students. 

Gilchrist is the first to admit 
that directing a city’s school 
system by a newcomer to a 
community is a large order.

Glaucoma Danger 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 

HOPE that today’s column accomplishes its purpose. I 
| have written it to:save at least a few hundred. people 

from becoming blind. Here is how the germ of the 
column grew. On a revent afternoon I was in the office of 
one of the leading oph- 
thalmologists in the New 
England area. The con- 
versation got around to 
glaucoma (a serious con- 
dition of abnormally in- 
creased pressure within 
the eye). 

“Is there anything new 
about the management of 
giaucoma?” I asked. He 
answered that it was the 
same old problem of pro- 
crastination leading to un- 
necessary blindness.

HERE, IN EFFECT, !s what he said: “Patients get to 
us too late with glaucoma. As in any condition in medicine, 
we can do more for the patient who comes early. He will 
usually come running when he has symptoms of acute 
glaucoma—for example: headache, loss of vision, inflam- 
mation and pain. But it’s the silent, chronic cases we are 
especially interested in. 

“To diagnose these in time,\apparently well people 
after 40 should have eye-pressures taken every few years 
by an ophthalmologist. Every patient past middle age 
should insist on a measurement of his eye-pressure with 
the instrument known as the tonometer. We can estimate 
your pressure by pressing down on your eyeballs with a 
finger. But why guess when the instrument will give us 
the correct reading?”

HE THEN TOLD ME the case history of a middle-aged 
man, apparently well, who got something in his eye while 
walking along the street. It was not until then that the 
patient realized that he was blind in the other eye. Exam- 
ination disclosed the presence of glaucoma, which had 
silently (and slowly) destroyed the head of the opti¢ nerve. 

“That might have been prevented,” the doctor said, 
“if this unfortunate man had presented himself every two 
or three years for tonometry.” 

The National Society for Prevention of Blindness and 
also the American Foundation for the Blind (and others) 
are doing a commendable job in publicizing the dangers of 
glaucoma. Some of their statistics merit repetition. 

In the United States, 20,000 persons (15 per cent of 
the blind population) are totally blind from glaucoma. An 
additional 150,000 are blind in one eye from glaucoma. Of 
far greater concern are the estimated 1,000,000 persons in 
this country (2 per cent of all persons over 40) who have 
chronic glaucoma and don't know it.

‘Parenthood Without Hokum' 


The Lost Art of Forceful Fatherhood 


Dad Fell to Low Extreme, but Now Experts Are Recognizing Child Needs Man to Model After

HAVE never seen a case of 
| fatherhood fallen to such low 

estate as what I saw that night 
in San Francisco. | was accom- 
panying three Juvenile Bureau 
officers on motor patrol when 
we received a call to an apart- 
ment in the North Beach section. 

When we got there a man, 
about 48 years old, was in a 
chair in the sitting room sob- 
bing and sniveling. 

“I called because you've got 
to help me with my boy,” he 
said. “I just can’t handle him 
any more—I just can't.” 

He told a story of a son who 
not only disobeyed, taunted and 
flouted his father—but actually 
intimidated him. 

“I feel foolish calling the po- 
lice,” the man said, “but I'm 
actually afraid of physical vio- 
lence. The boy has already 
called me every name there is. 
I have absolutely no control 
over him. He comes and goes as 
he pleases—Lord knows where 
he is now. If I object he raises 
his fists to me.” 

Can fatherhood 
lower”? 

Over the past 20 years there 
has been a steady revolt against 
the authority of father. Some 
of our experts conjured up pic- 
tures of the harsh, brow-beating 
father who stood over his young, 
figuratively with bull whip in 
hand ready to scourge them for 
the slightest challenge to his 
mastery. This was the “‘authori- 
tarian,” the tyrant. 

It is questionable whether he 
ever existed to the extent these 
experts said he did, or whether 
he was as wicked as they said 
he was, but they waged relent- 
less war against him nonethe- 
less. In so doing they stripped 
away not only tyranny, but also 
a good deal of strength and 
leadership. 

Father was no longer to be 
the head of the family; he was 
merely some sort of appendage. 
The idea that he was the pro- 
tector and provider, the rock 
and the strength of the family 
unit, was junked as being creaky 
and antique. 

The trend has been thus de- 
scribed by Lawrence K. Frank, 
formerly head of the Zachry In- 
stitute of Human Development 

forgot father we left 
him hanging on a limb looking 
at this child of his with bewil- 
derment, not sure whether he 
knew his child, wondering about 
his place in the modern family.” 

Draining the blood out of the 
father role has also produced 
psychological problems for chil- 
dren. Dr. Edward J. Humphreys 
ofthe” Norristown State Hos- 
pital in Pennsylvania reported, 
“The nebulosity of the father 
figure in becoming a key factor 
in mental upsets. Without a 
clearly defined father role how 
can we help young boys to dis- 
cover their future 
men?” 

But even beyond draining 
good blood out of fatherhood 
we have done our best to pump 
bad blood into it. Seme psy- 
chiatrists have made us feel 
that just. about every ill the 
human mind is heir to, stems 
directly from that old villain fa-

ther. Father rejected his chil- 
dren, Father failed to provide 
love. Father was overdemand- 
ing. Father was a fearful bully. 


these and more were 
heaped upon the head of dad. 
Fortunately there is less of this 


today It is being recognized 
that father. for all our demands 
on him. is human too. And it 
is somewhat infantile—and even 
mentally unhealthy 


forever to 


use him as a scapegoat for out 
own shortcomings 

Leaders in sociology and psy- 
chalogy today are recognizing 
the need for a clearly defined 


father role and for the restora- 
tion of father’s functions as 
head of the family. 

In the psychiatric clinics and 
child guidance centers one 
hears frequently today of the 
“need for male identification.” 
What this basically meahs is 
that the family needs a man to 
model after. Small boys must 
find in their fathers the pro- 
totype of a man they can ad- 
mire. emulate and sometimes 
even hero worship 

Children themselves tell us 
of this need in their own guile- 
less language when they say to 
the kid next door, “My father 
is stronger than your father,” 
or “My father knows more than 
your father does.” The gir! 
child. too, needs a male identi- 
fication figure against which to 
measure her relationships with 
other males and eventually her 
selection of a mate 

At the Western Reserve Untl- 
versity Medical School in Cleve- 
land. Prof. Emma Plank, a spe- 
cialist in child development, ce- 
clared. “The growing child needs 
masculine identification, the boy 
seeing in his father a goal which 
he will one day reach himself 
and the girl building an image 
of maleness and a pattern ior 
male-female relationships. With- 
out such a pattern the girl may 
have considerable fear and 
doubt about just what the male- 
female relationship may be.” 

The new trend also c@lis for 
a clarification of roles. For a 
while the experts were getting 
mother and father all mixed up. 
As Dr. Gunnar Dybwad, director 
of the Child Study Association 
of America, put it, “Father was 
being relegated to the role of a 
‘mother substitute.’ ” 

Today it is acknowledged that 
fathers don’t make very good 
mothers, any more than mothers 
make very good fathers. The 
idea of a two-headed family is 
being abandoned as quite as 
unsatisfactory as a two-headed 
person. 

Children fashio# their notion 
of what g.iman is by what father 
is, and if father is half a man 
that is just a kind of notion they 
fashion. 

Dr. James Bard, assistant pro- 
fessor of psychology at Fenn 
College, in Cleveland, explained 
the process: “The infant be- 
gins to differentiate between 


mother and father. A baby boy 
quickly commences the identifi- 
cation process. He puts on his 
father’s hat—and feels very 
proud doing it. He plays with 
his father’s fishing tackle. And 
soon he will actually be going 
with his dad. " 

“As the years go by, father 
is the model for his growth and 
development. Indeed it may be 
said that whether the child 
grows up to be a man depends 
on what he has learned from 
his father. He certainly won't 
learn to be a man from his 
mother.” 

The new trend even ventures 


to restore to father his author- 
iiy and leadership. It is recog- 
nized that withcut these the 
family is a ship without a 
helmsman, and no One aboard 
can feel really safe. In the past 


it was the vogue for many ex- 
perts to chide the father who 
tried to lead his family, even 
to call him neurotic (or worse, 
to fill him with fears that he 
was making the rest of the fam- 
ily neurotic). But in the fore- 
front of family counseling this 
abides no longer. 


wet Ser 
R. IRENE M. JOSSELYN. of 
[in Institute for’ Psychoa- 
nalysis, in Chicago, sounded 
the new pitch in these words 


“The father should represent 
a masculine figure, giving a 
feeling of warm protection not 
by sheltering the child but by 


attacking dangers aggressively. 
His role is not an imitation of, 
but is complementary to, the 
role of mothe 

“The role of the father in the 
psychological development of 
the individual is recognized but 
we must re-evaluate the role 
of the father as a constituent 
part of the family unit.” 

When the puzzled father to- 
day visits a family counselor— 
one who is abreast of the latest 


trend—he is no longer likely 
to be poured into a mold of 
effete, anemic fatherhood. If, 
for example, he talked to Direc- 
tor Jeanette Hanford.* of the 
Family Service Bureau of Chi- 
cago, he would heal 

“A certain amount of. the 
firm hand and authoritative 
voice is needed. Father must 
play a more aggressive role. He 
must be responsible, firm, a 


leader, an exponent of fair play, 
a symbol of strength—and not 
just another mother.” 

This exemplifies the growing 
trend as I found it throughout 
the country today We have 
tried to turn father into a jelly- 
fish long enough. Now we're be- 
ginning to see that he needs a 
backbone.

“My father—he’s a beaut! 
He's just a lowdown so-and-so. 
He don't give a darn if I live or 
die.” one boy said. But lets 
start at the beginning. The boy 
—whom we'll call Bud—was a 
17-vear-old wearing a faded 
purple jacket and grey denim 
slacks. He stopped me as I was 
entering the Hotel Roosevelt in 
New Orleans and asked for 
money to get something to. eat 

He had been on the bum for 
three weeks, sleeping in flop 
houses, washing dishes or pan- 
handling for money to buy food. 
He had quit high school in Chi- 
cago and struck out for Miami 
in hopes of “striking it rich — 
as he put it—in vacation land. 
When this failed he started 
bumming and hitch-hiking with 
nothing but the clothes on his 


back. He had been washing his 
clothes at night but his one 
pair of socks wouldn't take it 
any longer; they gave out and 
he had thrown them away the 
day before. 


Before I took him to a local 
family agency to get him back 
on the track, Bud told me his 
story. His mother, he said, had 
died three years ago—‘She was 
the only person who ever gave 
a darn for me.” Bud's father 
had divorced her three years 
earlier and had gone off and 
married another woman So 
Bud was kind of an orphan, 
staving with grandparents and 
hating life for the raw deal it 
had given him, running away 
now and then to get revenge. 

He was bitter when he talked 
of his fatber. With a choked 
and sullen voice he said: 


“They oughtn’t to let him 
walk out like that. He's just for 
himself—looking for his own 
good times. What happens to 
me doesn't matter. He never 
sends any money, never even 
writes to find out if I'm alive.” 

If Bud were the next boy to 
turn up on your front page as 
a delinquent, would you wonder 
whom to blame’? 

The next day in Baton Rouge, 
La.. I visited the Juvenile 
tention Home and met Charlie, 
age 15. and his brother, Leon- 
ard, 16. They were run- 
aways—from Kansas City. They 
wore the blue jeans and T-shirt 
of the teen-ager 

We sat down together in the 


also 


green, dadoed living room of 
the new detention home 
“Len and me left home be- 


cause we couldn't stand it any 
longer,” Charlie said. ‘All Mom 
cared about was card games. 
She played cards and bingo five 
and six nights a week. She even 


used the money Len and me 
made working after school.” 
Leonard added, “When she 


got mad she'd curse at us and 
tell us we were just in the way, 
that if it weren't for us she 
could be free and have a good 
time 

The boys described the pro- 
fessional card games to which 
their mother was addicted. She 
would pay 50 cents or a dollar 
for a seat at a table and then 
play cards until she was either 
broke or intoxicated with win- 
nings, which she would 
back and lose the next night. 

The boy's father, as they de- 
scribed him, was 
tioned but weak and unable to 
do anything about it. When 
their mother used the house- 
hold money for her card games 
it was bad enough. But when 
she insisted they turn over the 
money they made working after 
school, they decided to light 
out 

Bud, Charlie and Len were 
living illustrations of what 
judges in a dozen juvenile 
courts had told me: that 90 per 
cent of the youth problem is the 
irresponsibility of parents. 

Some judges have made 
strong recommendations. In 
Florida, 


meeting in Pensacola last Jan- 
uary, 
Judge Harvey E. Page suggest 
the whipping post for parents 
who wilfully shirk their jobs. 
Later Judge Page said to me: 
“We've allowed too 
parents to push their duties 
onto somebody else's shoulders. 
They bring children into the 
world, and first they want the 
schools to raise them, then they 
want the playgrounds to do the 
job, and finally they want the 
police and the courts to raise 
them. It can't be done. We just 
have to serve notice on parents 
that raising their children is

HASTENED by unhappy ex-

It is 
doubtful that society ever will 
be capable of providing mothers 
and fathers where the Creator 
provided private and personal 
ones. 

The modern parent may not 
like to think that he must be 
an agent of law and order with 
his own children. Somehow this 
seems to sully the notion of 
parental love. Yet which is the 
loving way—to train your chil- 
dren yourself, here and now, 
or to leave it to the police, the 
sergeant in the army, or the 
boss in the office to do it later 
on? Thouch the job may be 
difficult, parents can certainly 
put more love into it than total 
strangers, 5 

Will C. Turnbladh, executive 
director of the National Proba- 
tion and Parole Association pin- 
pointed the present situation 
in these words, “We must once 
again recognize that parents are 
the No. 1 authority in a young- 
ster’s life. We have swung 
pretty far away from the notion 
of parental responsibility, to the 
notion that when a youngster 
does wrong it is society's fault. 

“Today the situation is criti- 
cal and we must get parents 
back on the job. We can’t stand 
idly by and chew our nails.” 

Turnbladh suggested that for 
some parents who are wilfully 
negligent we might need some- 
thing like Parents Anonymous 
to do what A.A. coes for alto- 
holics, There even might be a 
“hard core” of parents who 
need disciplinary action, he 
acknowledged 

But certainly no whipping 
post will be necessary. In the 
opinion of this observer, most 
parents want to do the right 
thing. And if many have failed, 
it often has been because they 
were discouraged from doing 
it. All they need is 
light.

Both Wests laid down the 
heart king, and both declarers, | 
after winning with the blank 
ace, cashed the ace of trumps 
and led low to the nine, but at 
that juncture they parted com- 
pany. At Table 1 South evi- 
dently decided that since the 
club ace was almost surely off- 
side, the only chance for the 
contract depending on finding 
West with the king and queen| 
of diamonds as well, so he led 
a diamond and (West playing 
low) put in dummy’s jack. East 
won and shifted to a low club. 
Contract was doomed as West 
cashed two club tricks, exiting 
with the diamond queen. 

The other declarer gave more 
careful thought to the bidding 
and the opening lead, and he 
decided that West was not apt 
to have both diamond honors in 
addition to all the other high 
cards he probably held—that he 
would have doubled one spade 
(for a takeout) with such alle 
around strength. So this South 
tried a different maneuver. 
After drawing trumps, he led a 
diamond and (West playing low). 
put up the ace, then hopefully 
led the diamond four. His hope 
was fully realized. It would 
have done East no good to put 
up the diamond king; he 
ducked, and the trick went to 
West’s blank honor. Now, if 
West returned a heart he would 
establish South’s jack for a dia- 
mond discard from dummy, and 


a club return would set up 
South's king. 
It is quite true that West 


could have scotched this play 
by going in with the diamond 
queen immediately, but how 
many defenders are that good?

Question 
Of Kissing

HEN do you let a boy kiss 
W sou goodnight—on the first 

date or after your second 
date? A junior high school girl 
asks in her letter: 


“IT am 13 years old and my 
mother and I have brought this 
problem up several times.
